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Gunman kills two at 
Virginia Tech 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Vir¬ 
ginia Tech, the scene in 2007 
of the deadliest school shoot¬ 
ing in US history, was again 
struck by violence yesterday 
when a gunman opened fire, 
killing a campus police officer 
and a second person. 

The university on its web¬ 
site (www.vt.edu) described 
the shooter as a white male in 
a maroon hooded sweatshirt 
and grey sweatpants. 

It said the police officer, a 
member of Virginia Tech’s 
own security force, was shot 
and killed during a "routine 
traffic stop" in a parking lot 
near the McComas swimming 
pool and athletics building. 


Yesterday was a study day 
on the eve of final exams for 
the fall semester. 

Final exams scheduled for 
today have been postponed, 
pending a decision on the en¬ 
tire examination program for 
the end of the fall semester, the 
university said. 

Virginia Tech, in Blacks¬ 
burg, Virginia, was the scene 
of the deadliest shooting inci¬ 
dent by a single gunman in US 
history in April 2007 when an 
English major, Seung-Hui 
Cho, 23, killed 32 people be¬ 
fore taking his own life. 

Twenty-five others were 
wounded.

Aruba Birdlife Conservation 
proposes 2012 to be the Year 
of the Shoco, the year of wis¬ 
dom. 2012 should be Aruba’s 
year of nature conservation. 
Aruba Birdlife Conservation 
proposes that a National Con¬ 
servation Master Plan be de¬ 
veloped and implemented in 
an effort to save very impor¬ 
tant nature areas. Achieving 
such would guarantee a cer¬ 
tain level of quality of Prod¬ 
uct Aruba and in turn 
guarantee a certain level of 
quality of life to all. 

Aruba’s Arikok National 
Park, which is good for some 
17% of the island’s surface, is 
a true jewel, but it does not re¬ 
flect the complete variety of 
micro habitats to be found in 
Aruba. For instance, Aruba is 
internationally known for its 3 
IBA’s, or Important Bird Areas, 
none of which are part of our 
National Park. These are the 
reef islands at the San Nicolas 
Bay area, Spanish Lagoon and 
Bubali Plas. While our national 
park is among the most arid of 
places on the island and its 
northern border with the 
Caribbean Sea can be quite 
hostile, the important bird areas 
are to its contrary characterized 
by their peaceful interplay be¬ 
tween land and water which 
generates better opportunities 
for Aruba’s wildlife. Of the 224 
bird species registered in 
Aruba, less than 25% of the 


son 


species can be found in our na¬ 
tional park. 

Aruba Birdlife Conserva¬ 
tion proposes that the follow¬ 
ing areas be added to our 
National Park in order to con¬ 
serve a more holistic represen¬ 
tation of Aruba’s variety of 
micro habitats, which would 
then cover a greater variety of 
our flora and fauna. 

Areas of Aruba which 
should be conserved for future 
generations by adding them to 
our national park entail among 
others the three above men¬ 
tioned important bird areas.

In accordance with world na¬ 
ture conservation recommen¬ 
dations, all areas containing 
mangrove trees should be con¬ 
served by adding them to the 
park. Areas such as from Man¬ 
gel Halto to Santo Largo 


(Aruba’s most ex¬ 
tensive mangrove 
area) as well as 
the mangrove 
areas from Parki- 
etenbos Landfill 
all the way to the 
Varadero yacht 
club should be 
added to our na¬ 
tional park. The 
reef islands in 
front of the Oran- 
jestad harbor, 
which were once 
covered with mangroves, 

could become a nice restora¬ 
tion project. Our salinas which 
contribute to the survival 
chances of migratory birds 
should be part of the conserva¬ 
tion efforts. Saliha di Malmok, 


Saliha di Palmbeach, Saliha 
Santo Largo and Saliha Sa- 
vaneta should be included in 
the national park as well as our 
ponds (tankis). Other impor¬ 
tant areas such as Rooi Lam- 
oenchi, Cero Teishi, Rooi 
Manonchi, the seaside area 
from Zeewijk to Cura Cab ay 
and from Kudareba (westpunt) 
to Arashi should also be incor¬ 
porated. Then there are our 
beautiful dunes which cannot 
be excluded. And last but not 
least, the wings to the sides of 
Parke Nacional Arikok should 
be extended. To compliment 
these terrestrial areas, the 
largest part possible of our ter¬ 
ritorial waters including 
beaches should be declared 
Aruba’s marine park. 


Aruba Birdlife Conserva¬ 
tion started a campaign on 
February 4, 2011 to get our 
Shoco nominated as the Na¬ 
tional Bird of Aruba. Dr. 
Adrian Delnevo recently esti¬ 
mated that there are only ap¬ 
proximately 200 pairs of 
Shoco’s left. The numbers con¬ 
tinue to dwindle. The Shoco is 
one of the two endemic sub¬ 
species Aruba has. Protecting 
this unique bird of Aruba may 
prevent its extinction. We hope 
that the Government of Aruba 
will soon declare our Shoco 
the National Bird of Aruba. 
The nomination of our Shoco, 
the symbol of wisdom, as the 
National Bird of Aruba, could 
then be seen as the kick-off for 
the development and imple¬ 


mentation of an ambitious Na¬ 
tional Conservation Master 
Plan. Just Imagine Aruba! 

This is the fourth consecu¬ 
tive year that Aruba Birdlife 
Conservation has launched a 
bird calendar. We are grateful to 
Chartis, the sponsor as well as 
the ministers and members of 
parliament who are starting to 
rally conservation efforts.

ORANJESTAD- AIDAluna is 
a Sphinx class cruise ship, 
owned by US based Carnival 
Corp and built by Meyer Werft 
shipyards in Papenburg, Ger¬ 
many. She is the third ship in 
her class, preceded by 
AIDAdiva and AIDAbella, 
and followed by AIDAblu, and 
AIDAsol.

Obama rejects Republican 
'appeasement' claims 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - With 
the icy riposte "ask Osama bin 
Laden," President Barack 
Obama yesterday rebutted Re¬ 
publican claims he is blind to 
the threat from radical "thugs" 
and guilty of appeasing US en¬ 
emies. 

Obama's use of lethal force 
as US commander-in-chief 
against Al-Qaeda and other 
groups has partly insulated him 
from traditional Republican 
political attacks arguing that 
Democrats are weak on na¬ 
tional security. 

But his potential 2012 Re¬ 
publican election foes are 
seeking to use his sometimes 
testy relations with Israel to 
woo Jewish and evangelical 
voters and to paint Obama as 
timid in the face of threats 
from Iran. 

"Ask Osama bin Laden and 
the 22 out of 30 top Al-Qaeda 
leaders who've been taken off 
the field whether I engage in 
appeasement — or whoever's 
left out there, ask them about 
that," Obama said. 

The blunt comment, deli¬ 
vered in an unusually chilling 
moment in the White House 
briefing room, showed a flash 
of the inner steel Obama has 
displayed since taking office in 
2009 criticized by foes as an 
anti-war candidate. 

It represented a rare foray 
by Obama into the foreign po¬ 
licy arguments beginning to 


bubble up in the 2012 cam¬ 
paign, and was a likely pre¬ 
view of debate showdowns 
with the eventual Republican 
presidential nominee. 

Obama has presided over a 
vastly expanded drone war in 
Pakistan's lawless tribal areas, 
Yemen and elsewhere de¬ 
signed to hunt down and kill 
members of Al-Qaeda and 
other terror groups threatening 
the United States.

Corzine can't explain missing MF 
Global funds 



Clinton warns Internet firms 
against aiding hardline 
regimes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Wall Street high-flyer and 
Democratic politician Jon 
Corzine told US lawmakers 
yesterday he did not know 
what happened to an estimated 
$1.2 billion that disappeared 
from the accounts of now 
bankrupt broker MF Global. 

Corzine — former US sena¬ 
tor, New Jersey governor, head 
of Goldman Sachs and later 
MF Global — apologized to in¬ 
vestors and claimed he could 
account for the loss of "many 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars.” 

”1 simply do not know 
where the money is, or why the 
accounts have not been recon¬ 
ciled to date,” he told lawmak¬ 
ers, as he faced the glare of TV 
cameras for the first time since 
the firm went bust. 


MF Global collapsed in Oc¬ 
tober after making vast bets on 
European sovereign debt — 
particularly Belgium, Italy, 
Spain, Ireland and Portugal — 
that turned sour amid the euro¬ 
zone financial crisis. 

Around $1.2 billion appears 
to be missing from the cus¬ 
tomer accounts of failed US 
broker, which especially served 
investors in commodity futures 
and derivatives, a liquidator of 
the company has said. 

In contrite testimony, 
Corzine described for the 
House of Representatives 
Agriculture Committee in 
broad strokes his tenure at the 
head of the company and the 
events leading up to bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

”1 appear at today’s hearing 
with great sadness,” said 


Corzine, speaking softly and 
shifting in his seat as he began 
his testimony. 

”My sadness, of course, 
pales in comparison to the 
losses and hardships that cus¬ 
tomers, employees and in¬ 
vestors have suffered as a 
result of MF Global's bank¬ 
ruptcy.” 

The committee's Republi¬ 
can chairman Frank Lucas said 
stressed the impact of the 
firm's failure on farmers and 
agricultural businesses that 
used MF to hedge for shifts in 
commodity prices. 

"Thousands of your former 
customers across the country 
are experiencing severe finan¬ 
cial hardship because of events 
that occurred under your 
watch,” he told Corzine. 

The former CEO acknowl¬ 
edged he had strongly advo¬ 
cated MF's investment of its 
own money in eurozone debt, 
but insisted he knew nothing 
about the missing funds the 
day before its formal bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

"Many transactions oc¬ 
curred in those last chaotic 
days. I believed that (MF 
Global's) investments in short¬ 
term European debt securities 
were prudent,” he said. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton yesterday warned Internet 
firms to avoid offering the 
"tools of oppression” to au¬ 
thoritarian Middle East 
regimes trying to crush democ¬ 
racy protests. 

Clinton urged private com¬ 
panies to "embrace their role in 
protecting Internet freedom” 
and ensure protection of ordi¬ 
nary people as well as political 
activists. 

Speaking at an Internet con¬ 
ference in The Hague, the chief 
US diplomat cited cases where 
"companies' products and ser¬ 
vices were used as tools of op¬ 
pression,” without naming the 
companies. 

"I'd like to discuss three 
specific challenges that de¬ 
fenders of Internet freedom 
must confront,” Clinton told 
delegates from more than 20 
countries, non-governmental 
organisations, as well as cyber 
activists and bloggers. 

"The first challenge is for 
the private sector to embrace 
its role in protecting Internet 
freedom,” Clinton said, adding 
"in recent months we've seen 
cases where companies' pro¬ 
ducts and services were used 
as tools of oppression.” 

Companies have also re¬ 
portedly turned over sensitive 
information to governments 
about dissidents or shut down 
social networking accounts of 
activists involved in a political 
debate, she said. 

"Today's news stories are 
about companies selling the 
hardware and software of re¬ 
pression to authoritarian go¬ 
vernments,” she told the 
Google-sponsored gathering. 

"When companies sell sur¬ 
veillance equipment to the se¬ 
curity agency of a Syria, or 
Iran, or in past times Kadhafi, 
there can be no doubt that it 
will be used to violate rights.” 


Activists have used Face- 
book, Twitter and other Inter¬ 
net technology to organise 
protests against the rule of Sy¬ 
rian President Bashar al- 
Assad, Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, and 
the late Libyan leader Moamer 
Kadhafi. 

She said "smart companies” 
decide before being asked by 
their governments to avoid 
dealing with countries that use 
repression. 

Clinton also warned against 
bids by repressive govern¬ 
ments to use international for it 
to impose national barriers on 
the Internet by upending the 
public-private partnership now 
governing it. 

"This approach would be 
disastrous for Internet free¬ 
dom. More government con¬ 
trol will further constrict what 
people in repressive environ¬ 
ments can do online,” Clinton 
said. 

Clinton was referring to a 
Code of Conduct for Informa¬ 
tion Security that was intro¬ 
duced by Russia, China, 
Tajikistan and Uzbekistan at 
the UN General Assembly in 
September. 

China's Internet controls 
have already become a key ir¬ 
ritant in relations with the 
United States, especially after 
a dispute over Chinese censor¬ 
ship led US search engine 
giant Google to cut back in 
China. 
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Drug combo boosts breast 
cancer survival: study 



(AFP) - Postmenopausal 
women with a common type of 
breast cancer that thrives on 
estrogen survived longer when 
treated with a combination of 
two drugs rather than just one, 
a US study said this week. 

The results of the phase III 
trial, released at a meeting of 
breast cancer experts in San 
Antonio, Texas, show the first 


benefit for women with hor¬ 
mone receptor-positive 

metastatic breast cancer in 10 
years, study authors said. 

Both drugs — anastrozole 
(Arimidex) and fulvestrant 
(Faslodex) — are currently 
used to treat breast cancer but 
they have typically been ad¬ 
ministered separately, not to¬ 
gether. 

The results of the random¬ 
ized, controlled SWOG trial 
showed that the two anti-estro¬ 
gen drugs given together ex¬ 
tended the median survival 
time by more than six months 
compared to standard treat¬ 
ment with anastrozole only. 

The study began in 2004 and 
included 707 postmenopausal 
women with metastatic hor¬ 
mone receptor-positive breast 
cancer.

The plan involves medical 
care for addicts, a crackdown 
on cocaine trafficking from the 
border areas to the cities and a 
legal reform to quickly destroy 
confiscated drugs to prevent 
their diversion, officials said.

Brazil, with a population of 
191 million, shares borders 
with Argentina, Bolivia, 
Guyana, Colombia, Suriname, 
Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay and 
Venezuela as well as with 
French Guiana. 

A study by the National 
Confederation of Municipali¬ 
ties showed that crack has re¬ 
placed alcohol consumption in 
most Brazilian cities and 
towns due to "the easy access 
to the drug and the low cost," 
less than five reals or $2.85. 


The Brazilian government on 
Wednesday launched a war on 
what it called a "crack epi¬ 
demic", including medical 
treatment for addicts and a 
crackdown on trafficking, par¬ 
ticularly in border areas.

All the women took a daily 
oral dose of anastrozole, which 
works by reducing production 
of tumor-promoting estrogen. 

About half of the women 
also got a 250 milligram injec¬ 
tion of fulvestrant every 28 
days. Fulvestrant works by in¬ 
terfering with the receptors 
that allow estrogen to signal 
cells to grow and reproduce. 

Lead study coordinator Rita 
Mehta of the University of 
California, Irvine, Medical 
Center said the two drugs to¬ 
gether showed an impressive 
impact on a subtype of breast 
cancer that accounts for more 
than half of all cases. 

"If we take away estrogen 
and the estrogen receptor, the 
two together should be better 
than just doing one at a time," 
Mehta said. 

"These patients have not had 
a new treatment that gave them 
an overall survival benefit in 
more than a decade." 

Women in the trial who re¬ 
ceived just anastrozole sur¬ 
vived a median of 41.3 
months. Women who received 
the two in combination sur¬ 
vived a median of 47.7 
months. 

Researchers said side effects 
were generally similar in both 
groups, though the most severe 
side effects, including one 
stroke and two pulmonary em¬ 
bolisms, were seen in the com¬ 
bination group. 

"This most likely will 
change the standard of care for 
how we treat these patients," 
said study co-author Kathy Al- 
bain of Loyola University 
Medical Center.

Babies learn whom to trust at early age 


(AFP) - You can fool them 
once, but babies will not be 
fooled again if adults trick 
them, according to a new 
Canadian study. 

Infants normally mimic 
sounds, facial expressions and 
actions they observe but re¬ 
searchers at Concordia Univer¬ 
sity in Montreal found that if 
an adult tricks them, they will 
no longer follow along with 
that person. 

The findings published in 
the journal Infant Behavior and 
Development bolster previous 
evidence that infants can dif¬ 


ferentiate between credible 
and un-credible sources, the 
study said. 

"Like older children, infants 
keep track of an individual's 
history of being accurate or in¬ 
accurate and use this informa¬ 
tion to guide their subsequent 
learning," said researcher 
Diane Poulin-Dubois, a pro¬ 
fessor in Concordia's depart¬ 
ment of psychology. 

"Specifically, infants choose 
not to leam from someone who 
they perceive as unreliable." 

To demonstrate this, experi¬ 
menters looked inside a con¬ 


tainer while expressing excite¬ 
ment and invited infants aged 
13 to 16 months to discover 
whether the box actually con¬ 
tained a toy or was empty. 

Then, the same experi¬ 
menters used their forehead in¬ 
stead of their hands to turn on 
a push-on light, hoping the in¬ 
fant would follow suit. 

Only 34 percent of infants 
paired with unreliable testers 
followed the task while 61 per¬ 
cent of infants whose testers 
were reliable imitated the be¬ 
havior.

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Apple loses China iPad 
trademark case

Apple declined to comment 
when contacted by AFP. 

Proview Technology (Shen¬ 
zhen) is owned by a Taiwanese 
company that registered the 
trademark name ”ipad” in sev¬ 
eral countries including China 
as early as 2000, years before 


Apple began selling the iconic 
tablet. 

Apple paid 35,000 pounds 
for the global trademark rights 
in 2009, but Proview Technol¬ 
ogy (Shenzhen) retained the 
Chinese rights, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 

The companies have been 
embroiled in a legal battle ever 
since, it said. 

A company charged with re¬ 
structuring the debts of 
Proview Technology (Shen¬ 
zhen), which is on the brink of 
bankruptcy, said after the rul¬ 
ing that Proview would seek 
10 billion yuan ($1.6 billion) 
from Apple for copyright in¬ 
fringement, Xinhua said. 

Apple started selling its 
sleek iPad in China in Septem¬ 
ber 2010, after months of grey- 
market action among avid 
buyers unwilling to wait for 
the official launch. 

Greater China — which in¬

— has become Apple’s fastest 
growing region, with revenue 
there second only to the United 
States.

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US asks WTO to settle chicken trade 
row with China 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday it 
was asking the World Trade 
Organization to settle a dispute 
with China over Beijing’s du¬ 
ties on US chicken imports. 

Ratcheting up pressure in 
tense trade relations between 
the world’s two largest 
economies, the Obama admi¬ 
nistration said it was taking the 
"next step" in its more than 
year-long complaint against 
China in an bid "to protect 
American jobs." 

"The United States will not 
stand idly by while China ap¬ 
pears to have misused its trade 


remedy laws and put American 
jobs at risk," US Trade Repre¬ 
sentative (USTR) Ron Kirk 
said in a statement. 

"We are serious about hol¬ 
ding China accountable to its 
WTO commitments and ensu¬ 
ring that there is a level playing 
field for American businesses - 
- including our farmers." 

Washington wants a WTO 
dispute settlement panel to ad¬ 
dress China’s imposition of an¬ 
tidumping duties and coun¬ 
tervailing duties on chicken 
'broiler products’ — chickens less 
than 13 weeks old — imported 
from the United States. 


China imposed the duties 
beginning in August and Sep¬ 
tember of 2010, claiming that 
the chicken products were sub¬ 
sidized and sold at less than 
fair value, or "dumped," into 
the Chinese market. 

Prior to the duties, the 
United States was the largest 
exporter of broiler products to 
China. Since then US broiler 
chicken exports to China have 
fallen sharply, US officials 
said. 

An estimated 300,000 US 
agricultural jobs are at risk 
from the impact of the duties, 
according to Kirk.

European banks need to raise 114.7 bn 
euros, says regulator 

LONDON (AFP) - Europe's banks must raise 
an extra 114.7 billion euros ($152.5 billion) 
in new capital to restore stability and confi¬ 
dence in markets, the EU's banking regulator 
said yesterday. 

The European Banking Authority said in a 
statement that its final recapitalisation plans 
were part of "co-ordinated measures to restore 
confidence in the banking sector" ravaged by 
the eurozone debt crisis. 

The final figure was more than 8.0 billion 
euros higher compared with the EBA's initial 
guidance given two months ago. 

The results came on the first day of a cru¬ 
cial EU summit that is aimed at resolving the 
eurozone's festering sovereign debt crisis. 

European Union leaders late yesterday 
open a make-or-break summit aiming to fix 
a crippling debt crisis, as French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy warned there would be no 
"second chance" to save the eurozone.

ECB cuts rates but says it 
is up to governments to 
save euro 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
European Central Bank cut 
its key rates yesterday, but in¬ 
sisted it is up to eurozone 
governments to solve the 
debt crisis as EU leaders 
gathered in Brussels for a 
make-or-break crisis summit. 

The ECB's governing 
council, under intense pres¬ 
sure to come to the euro's res¬ 
cue, lowered eurozone 
borrowing costs for the sec¬ 
ond time in two months, cut¬ 
ting the rate for its main 
refinancing operations by a 
quarter of a percentage point 
to 1.00 percent. 

The ECB has played fire¬ 
fighter throughout the two- 
year long sovereign debt crisis 
and its president, Mario 
Draghi of Italy, told a news 
conference that the bank 
would continue to play its part. 

But ultimately it was up to

Cameron wields veto threat 
on EU treaty change 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron warned yesterday 
that he would not hesitate to 
veto an EU treaty change 
should his demands be ignored 
at a summit held to resolve the 
euro debt crisis. 

"If I can’t get what I want, I 
will have no hesitation in veto¬ 
ing a treaty at 27 because I am 
not going to go to Brussels and 
not stand up for our country," 
Cameron said in London be¬ 
fore arriving for the summit 
with his 26 EU counterparts. 

Under pressure from the eu¬ 
rosceptic wing of his conserva¬ 
tive party, Cameron has vowed 
that EU treaty change — pro¬ 


posed by Germany and France 
as a response to the debt crisis 
— must not be allowed to un¬ 
dermine British interests. 

"We need obviously to get 
that stability in the eurozone 
that’s good for European coun¬ 
tries and good for Britain as 
well but also we need to pro¬ 
tect Britain's interests," 
Cameron said on arrival at the 
EU Council in Brussels. 

"Those are my aims and 
that's what we will be dis¬ 
cussing," he added in a brief 
statement to reporters ahead of 
a working dinner of EU lead¬ 
ers devoted to changing the 
framework of the embattled 
17-state eurozone. 


governments to "do their ut¬ 
most" to restore shattered 
confidence in the single cur¬ 
rency, he said. 

"The ultimate decisions 
are in the hands of leaders," 
Draghi said. 

Looking ahead to the sum¬ 
mit in Brussels, Draghi said 
"what’s happening is a re¬ 
design of the fiscal agreement 
in a way that would rebuild 
confidence. 

"We have our own views, 
but the ultimate decisions are 
in the hands of leaders. They 
bear responsibility for the de¬ 
cision," he said. 

In addition to cutting its 
rates, the ECB said it would 
extend the term of its liquid¬ 
ity-providing operations to 
three years, ease the require¬ 
ments for the collateral put up 
in return for the loans, and 
cut the mandatory reserves 
eurozone banks must hold at 
the central bank by half to 1.0 
percent. 

That will provide reassur¬ 
ance that the ECB will sup¬ 
port the region's banks in the 
long haul, as previously 
funds were available only for 
up to one year.

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Peru's Shining Path 
rebel leader admits 
defeat 


LIMA (AFP) - The Shining 
Path guerrilla group has been 
defeated and will no longer 
attack government forces, the 
group's leader, 'Comrade 
Artemio,' said in an interview 
with local media out Wednes¬ 
day. 

'Artemio,' whose real name 
is Jose Flores, heads the rem¬ 
nants of a group that terror¬ 
ized Peruvians in the 1980s 
and 1990s. 

The rebels were crushed in 
the 1990s under president Al¬ 
berto Fujimori, and survivors 
fled to the mountainous jun¬ 
gle regions on the eastern 
flanks of the Andes, where 
they worked as hired guns for 
drug runners raising coca — 
the source plant of cocaine. 

A reporter with the presti¬ 
gious online publication IDL- 
Reporteros asked "Artemio" 
if the war the Maoist rebel 
group began in 1980 ended in 
their defeat. 

"Yes, that's the truth. We 
are not going to deny that," 
said 'Artemio.' 

The rebel leader also said 
there will be no future attacks 
from his group. "That I can 
guarantee," he said. "We have 
no intention at all of bran¬ 
dishing our weapons of war, 
of armed struggle. We want a

political solution, to sit down 
and negotiate." 

'Artemio,' 47, said that he 
has had some contacts with 
the government of President 
Ollanta Humala, but that 
there has been no agreement 
to demobilize the last Shining 
Path fighters, believed to be 
in the low hundreds. 

In September, Shining Path 
guerrillas opened fire on a 
military helicopter that was 
picking up a special forces 
patrol in the Apurimac and 
Ene River valley, killing two 
army officers. 

But the Russian-built MI- 
17 was able to take off with 
the special forces team and 
land at a nearby town, the 
military said. 

Some 70,000 people were 
killed between 1980 and 
2000 as the Peruvian govern¬ 
ment crushed the Shining 
Path and a rival leftist guer¬ 
rilla group, the Tupac Amaru 
movement, according to 
Peru's independent Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission. 


Lady Gaga takes anti-bullying 
campaign to White House 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ec¬ 
centric pop diva Lady Gaga 
took her anti-bullying cam¬ 
paign to the White House this 
week where she was lauded 
as a source of strength for 
many young people who are 
scared at school. 

Her visit follows a White 
House bullying conference 
earlier this year, called to mit¬ 
igate the plight of nearly a 
third of US schoolchildren, or 
13 million students, who are 
bullied each year, according 
to official figures. 

President Barack Obama 
was away making a major 
speech on the economy in 
Kansas, but Lady Gaga was 
welcomed to the White 
House by Valerie Jarrett, one 
of his most senior political 
advisers. 

"Lady Gaga has described 
this cause as a personal one - 



- she has said that as a child, 
she was often picked on for 
being different," Jarrett said 
in a White House blog post. 

"I am deeply moved by the 
way she has used her story, 
and her success, to inspire 
young people, and shine the 
spotlight on important issues. 

"Over the last three years, 
we have seen that when we 
work together on behalf of 
human rights, we can accom¬ 
plish truly amazing things, 


yet too many young people 
still remain at risk." 

The "Bad Romance" singer 
has linked up with the 
Mac Arthur Foundation and 
Harvard University to launch 
the Born This Way Founda¬ 
tion, which will explore ways 
to enhance the safety of chil¬ 
dren at school. 

Obama encountered an ex¬

I 
like the five officials because 
it's a human system," said Pla¬ 
tini. 

"If you ask (UEFA referees 
chief Pierluigi) Collina, he will 
tell you that many good deci¬ 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian

But Dalglish contrasted the 
situation with the treatment of 
one of his own players, Luis 
Suarez, both on and off the 
pitch. 

Liverpool's Uruguay inter¬ 


national, already facing a 
racism charge dating back to 
October, has been charged 
with misconduct after al¬ 
legedly making an obscene 
gesture to fans following the 1- 
0 defeat at Fulham on Monday. 

And Dalglish believes the 
FA should look at their own 
actions before tackling other 
issues. 

Dalglish labelled the way 
the FA have dragged their 
heels over Suarez's racism 
charge with no date yet set for 
a hearing at which Suarez will 
deny the allegations against 
him. 

Rooney's two-match ban 
means he misses the Group D 
opener against France on June 
11 in Donetsk and also the sec¬ 
ond game against Sweden in 
Kiev on June 15 but can now 
face Ukraine on June 19 in 
Donetsk.

Ex-coach gets bail 
on sex charges 


BELLFONTE (AFP) - Penn 
State University's former grid¬ 
iron assistant coach, Jerry San¬ 
dusky, posted $250,000 bail 
on new child sex abuse 
charges after spending a night 
in jail, court records showed 
Thursday. 

Sandusky used $200,000 in 
real estate holdings and a cer¬ 
tified check for $50,000 pro¬ 
vided by his wife Dorothy to 
obtain his release. 

Under terms imposed by a 
judge on Wednesday after 
Sandusky's arrest on 12 new 
charges from his ninth and 
10th accusers, Sandusky will 
be confined to his home and 
required to wear an electronic 
monitoring device. 

Sandusky is not allowed on 
the university campus and is 
forbidden from any contact 


with witnesses or alleged vic¬ 
tims in the case. 

Sandusky already faces a 
hearing on Tuesday on 40 
other similar charges from his 
first eight accusers over a 15- 
year span when they were 
children. 

While admitting he show¬ 
ered with children, Sandusky 
said he did not sexually abuse 
the men when they were chil¬ 
dren. 

Sandusky had been free on 
$100,000 unsecured bail 
granted last month by a local 
judge. 

Authorities arrested and ar¬ 
raigned Sandusky on the new 
charges after a grand jury 
questioned the two new accus¬ 
ers, both linked to The Second 
Mile, a charity started by San¬ 
dusky in 1977. 


Football: Bring it on i, 

says Basel coach 
after United win 


BERLIN (AFP) - Basel’s Ger¬ 
man coach Heiko Vogel said 
Thursday the Swiss minnows 
are ready to take on the best in 
Europe after their shock vic¬ 
tory over Manchester United 
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put them in the last 16 of the 
Champions League. 

"No matter the opponent, 
we are ready for the challenge 
and we want to continue to 
make waves," Vogel told Ger¬ 
many's Sky Sports News with 
giants Barcelona, Real 
Madrid, Inter Milan or Bayern 
Munich as possible opponents. 

Basel will find out who 
they will face when the draw 
is made on Friday, December 
16 in Nyon, but the Swiss 
team are riding a wave of eu¬ 
phoria after their stunning 2-1 
win over United on Tuesday. 

The Swiss are in the last 16 
for the first time since 2002-03 
after they rocked United in the 
ninth minute when Basel skip¬ 
per Marco Streller turned in 
the opener from Xherdan 
Shaqiri's left-wing cross. 

Swiss striker Alexander Frei 
made the game safe with an 
84th-minute header, before 
United's Phil Jones scored a 
consolation goal with a minute 
to play, but United's injury-time 
onslaught proved fruitless. 

Vogel, who took over as 
coach in October after ex-Bay- 
em Munich star Thorsten Fink 
quit to train German league 
club Hamburg, said Basel had 
shown "anything is possible in 
football," after their "David 
against Goliath" win. 

Basel finish second in 
Group C, behind leaders Ben- 
fica, while United finish third 
to end up in the Europa 
League. 


Baseballs Pujols signs 10-year 

deal with Angels 



DALLAS (AFP) - Three-time 
National League Most Valu¬ 
able Player Albert Pujols and 
southpaw starting pitcher C.J. 
Wilson have signed deals with 
the Los Angeles Angels, 
ESPN reported on Thursday. 

The deals, coming on the 
final day of a Major League 
Baseball team owners meeting 
in Dallas, bring the American 
League West division club the 
two biggest prizes available on 


the off-season free agent mar¬ 
ket. 

Former St. Louis Cardinals 
slugger Pujols signed a 10- 
year deal worth $250 million 
while former Texas hurler Wil¬ 
son inked a five-year contract 
for $77.5 million, according to 
the report, which cited un¬ 
named sources. 

Pujols battled an arm injury 
last season and still smashed 
37 home runs and batted in 99 
runs with a .299 average in 
2011, the worst year in a career 
that included helping St. Louis 
capture the World Series this 
year and in 2006. 

Pujols has a career .328 bat¬ 
ting average with 445 homers. 

The 31-year-old Dominican 
first baseman received an offer 
to remain with the Cardinals 
and was wooed by the Miami 
Marlins. 

Instead, he joined the An¬ 
gels, who gave him a no-trade 


clause in his contract and made 
him the highest-paid first base- 
man in the major leagues. 

Pujols became only the 
third player in World Series 
history to hit three homers in a 
single game, helping power 
the Cardinals' remarkable last- 
season comeback to reach the 
playoffs and beat the Texas 
Rangers in the World Series. 

Wilson went 16-7 for the 
Rangers last season with a 
2.94 earned-run average after 
a league-high 34 starts in only 
his second campaign as a 
starter after five years working 
as a reliever. 

Sources told ESPN that the 
Cardinals were hoping to 
make another pitch to Pujols 
on Thursday but the deal was 
for fewer years and less money 
than the Angels' offer. 

Angels owner Arte Moreno 
paid only $184 million to pur¬ 
chase the club in 2003. 


Golfs Mcllroy strong start 
heaps pressure on Donald 



DUBAI (AFP) - Rory Mcll¬ 
roy did his chances of becom¬ 
ing the new European number 
one no harm as five birdies in 
the last six holes saw him fin¬ 
ish the opening round of the 
Dubai World Championship 
two shots behind leader Peter 
Hanson. 

The Ulsterman, who needs 
to win the $7.5 million tourna¬ 
ment to go on top of the Race 
to Dubai in his fascinating 
charge on runaway leader 
Luke Donald, made a double 
bogey on his second hole, but 
finished the day at six-under 
par 66. 

That took him to third 
place after the first round, 
with only Swede Hanson, who 
matched the course record of 

64, and the 1999 British Open 
champion Paul Lawrie of 
Scotland, who made full use 
of benign early morning con¬ 
ditions with a seven-under par 

65, ahead of him. 

World Nol Donald, who 
needs to finish inside the top- 
10 to complete an unprece¬ 
dented Money List double on 
both the US PGA and Euro¬ 
pean Tours, was three-under at 
the turn, but succumbed with 
three bad tee shots on the back 
nine and the resulting bogeys 
restricted him to even-par 72. 

Spain's Sergio Garcia, who 
is looking for a third win in 
three starts, made a double 
bogey on the par-3 17th in his 
five-under par 67, while Eng¬ 
land's Ross Fisher and Robert 
Rock were among three tied 


for fifth place at 68 along with 
Spaniard Alvaro Quiros. 

Mcllroy, who made nine 
birdies, said: "It was the per¬ 
fect start for me. To shoot a 
great score like that really sets 
me for the next three days. 

The world No2's putter was 
on fire on the back nine, as he 
made birdie putts of 12 feet on 
the 10th, 25 feet on the 13th, a 
40-footer on the 16th, an 18- 
feet effort on the 17th and a 
slippery 20-footer on the 18th. 


Donald, who had to take 
unplayable on two consecu¬ 
tive holes on the back nine, 
said: "It was a mixture of two 
halves really. I played solid the 
front nine and a couple of poor 
drives got me on the back. 

Hanson, who missed the 
course record narrowly as his 
birdie putt on the 16th lipped 
out and another birdie putt on 
the 18th from eight feet just 
slid past, was delighted with 
his bogey-free start.
